ZUNDELL SUGGESTS 
COUNTY BARGAINING 


Clifford M. Zundell, 
immediate past president of the 
Hampden County Selectmen’s 
Association and Republican 
candidate for Hampden County 
Commissioner, said today he be- 
lieves the 24 communities in the 
county should establish a central 
organization that could lead to 
greater effectiveness in collective 
bargaining with municipal em- 
ployees. 

Said Mr. Zundell: 

“In the cities and in the 
towns everyone is organized. 
The teachers are organized. The 
department of public works em- 
ployees are organized. The 
policemen and firemen are or- 
ganized- to the extent that they 
can press effectively for state 
legislation in their efforts in be- 
half of higher salaries. And if 
there are any groups in the cities 
and towns that do not have 
organization and representation, 
they soon will have. 

“Everyone is organized, it 
seems to me, except the select- 
men and the mayors. 

“Each handles his own collec- 
tive bargaining in his own 
community, and that’s it. There 
is no coordination body, no 
central source of information 
and statistics. 

“I have been urging for a long 
time that the communities 
should get together in the inter- 
ests of some degree of standard- 
ization, and I believe that the 
county commission could be- 
come the central point for the 
creation of such an organization. 
Certainly, the county govern- 
ment as the next echelon of 
government in our lives should 
have the basic interests of the 
cities and towns at heart. 

“Certainly there is a matter 
of inter-community communica- 
tions that could-and I believe 
should-be handled by the 
county commission as we move 
further into this new era of 
municipal collective bargaining.” 

Mr. Zundell, now in his se- 
cond term as a member of the 
Longmeadow board of select- 
men and presently chairman of 
that board, said “I would remind 
my fellow town officials that 
municipal collective bargaining 
has just really begun, and is 
going to be an important part of 
city and town administration 
from now on.” 

“Those of us who are charged 
with the responsibility for order- 
ly growth and reasonable econ- 
omy should make every effort to 
be effective negotiators in our 
communities, and I think a big 
step can be taken in this 
direction through the Hampden 
County Commission on which I 
seek to serve.”

CON CON EFFORT IN STRETCH DRIVE 


Senator John M. Quinlan, at a 
State House press conference 
last Thursday, launched the final 
effort by an army of volunteers 
to gather enough signatures to 
bring the question of a Mass- 
achusetts Constitutional Conven- 
tion before the voters. 

In a room jammed with 
supporters of the petition drive 
— described by the Boston Globe 
as “....the largest press confer- 
ence in the history of the Senate 
Reading Room” — Quinlan vow- 
ed that the required 10,206 
additional signatures will be 
collected before the June 26 
deadline. 

Last fall, more than 85,000 
voters signed an initiative peti- 
tion to bring the Convention 
issue before the Legislature. The 
petition called upon the Legis- 
lature to do nothing more than 
place the Constitutional Conven- 
tion question on the ballot. 

Under Article 48 of the 
Massachusetts Constitution, the 
Legislature was mandated to 
conduct hearings on the peti- 
tion, report it out of Committee 
with written majority and min- 
ority reports, and vote on it by 
Roll Call - one way or another — 
before May 1. 

May 1 has passed, and there 
has been no report from the 
legislative committee responsible 
and no vote by the Legislature. 
Senator Quinlan declared, refer- 
ring to the failure of the Legisla- 
ture to comply with Article 48 
of the Constitution, “This is, I 
am compelled to say, a display 
of contempt, not only for the 
thousands of sincerely con- 
cerned citizens who signed this 
petition, but also for the very 
process by which our Constitu- 
tion decrees that their request 
should be considered. 

“Nevertheless,” the Senator 
continued, “the issue cannot be 
swept under the rug of legislative 
indifference and hostility. If, in 
its isolated sanctuary, the 
Legislature can shut out the 
sight of a society in danger of 
being overwhelmed by the pro- 
blems of its own growth and 
change; if it can block out the 
sound of voices crying to correct 
the dilemma; there is still re- 
course. 

“And so, we will again gather 
signatures. 

“Beginning today,” Senator 
Quinlan explained, “and for the 
next six weeks, the more than 
three thousand people who 
collected signatures last fall will 
recanvass Massachusetts, from 
Williamstown to Provincetown, 
to gather at least 10,206 addi- 
tional certified signatures. This 
avenue is provided in our Con- 
stitution so that when the Legis- 
lature rejects a properly filed 


> 


initiative petition, or when it 
declines even to recognize the 
petition’s existence, the people 
can place the question directly 
on the ballot and make the 
ultimate decision. 

“We will collect these signa- 
tures because we believe that it 
is time now — it is more than 
fifty years since our last Consti- 
tutional Convention — for the 
people of this Commonwealth to 
take a long, hard, comprehen- 
sive, and informed look at the 
structure of our government. 

“We will collect these signat- 
ures because we believe that 
only a nonpartisan, popularly 
elected Convention, standing 
apart from the day-to-day poli- 
tical hurly-burly of the Legis- 
lature, can hope to face the 
fundemental problem of equip- 
ping a responsible, flexible form 
of government to cope with the 
staggering complexities and 
whirlwind changes that charac- 
terize our times ” 

If the Constitutional Conven- 
tion is approved by the voters in 
1968, and approved again — as it 
must be — in 1970, it will be 
convened in 1971. 

At that time it will, under the 
terms of this initiative, be pre- 
ceded by a _ preparatory 
commission to lay the ground- 
work of research. It will be 
prohibited from considering the 
existing Bill of Rights, the 
judiciary, and questions pertain- 
ing to the structure of the legis- 
lative and executive branches, 
the Executive Council, county 
government, and:future methods 
of amending the Constitution. 
All proposed amendments will 
be placed before the voters for 
approval in 1972. 

“By this means,” Quinlan 
stated, “at long last, the people 
of Massachusetts will be able, in 
a comprehensive and objective 
way, to exercise the fund- 
amental right — reserved to them 
in Article 7 of our Constitution 
- to alter and amend their needs 
in a changing world.” 

Senator Quinlan continued, 
“We are going out to the voters 
of Massachusetts, and I have no 
doubt that we will come back 
with a mandate to get on with 
the job of bringing Massachu- 
setts government into the 1970's 
and 80’s equipped and prepared 
to meet awesome challenges 
these years will present.”
